ployed by the Mexicans, particularly 
the Zapatistas, in dealing with their 
prisoners. One passenger, who would 
not allow his name to be used in con­ 
nection with the story, told of a Ger­ 
man mining engineer and his wife 
who were captured by the Zapatistas 
at Tabasco. 
The man and his wife 
were tied to stakes about ten feet 
apart and allowed to remain in the 
broiling stilt for several hours or until 
the captors were ready to put them 
to death. 
When tile Zapatistas were ready 
for the sacrifice, as they term it. 
they started on the man by tutting 
his ears oil .then they treated the 
woman in the same manner, the w o ­ 
man becoming unconscious from the 
pain. After they saw the woman was 
not conscious of what was going on 
about her they devoted their efforts 
to the man. 
Tiny literally put him 
to death by inches, cutting off first 
his fingers, one at a time, then his 
toes, and finally began to cut the 
skin from his body in strips. 
He, of 
course, lasted but a short tim** under 
this terrible pain, and as soon as 
unconscious was put to death. 
A. L. Fischer, regarding the situa­ 
tion. aid: 
“Two years ago that coun­ 
try would have been pie for the Amer­ 
ican army, but now it is different.
